Mr, Thomus E. Ervin, Deputy 
Chief Prosecutor, said that of 
about 120,000 workers in the 
Flick-qontrolled . establishments 
at the end of the war, thirty to 
forty per cent were conscripted 
foreign workers, prisoners of 
war and ccncentration camp in- 
mates. ss 

Plundering 

A circular letter from Dr, Her- 
mann Roeschling, then leader of 
the armament industry, elreulnt- 
ed in the whole Flick concetn, 
urged that cases of obstinacy, In- 
adequate behaviour and filght 
should be prosecuted “ruthlessly * 
and such workers reported for 
transfer to concentration camps. 

Turning to the plundering of 
industrial establishments, Ervin 
gave as an example the annoxa- 
tion of heavy industries In Lor- 
raine and Luxembourg. 

Flick overruled a proposal by 
General von Hannaken that. the 
French proprictors of the works 
should be left with at least 25 
per cent of the shares of tho 
companies, saying that this was 
quite unnecessary.
